The Trouble on the Cable 
Railway. 


AN 
AGREEMENT 
IS 
REACHED. 


A Conference Between the Condnet- 
ors, Gripm en and Superintendent 
Bobinson Ends Favorably. 


The differences between the cable em 
ployeea and Superintendent Robinson 
were amicably settled yesterday after­ 
noon and the prospect is th at there will 
be no strike. A species of compromise 
was adopted, each side yielding in some 
measure to the wishes of the other. 
It 
appears that the trouble for the most 
part grew out of misunderstandings, and 
when these were explained a satisfactory 
arrangement was easily reached. 
Some time ago two organizations were 
formed among the employees, one com­ 
posed of gripmen and the other of con­ 
ductors. The superintendent inquired 
into their objects at the time and was in­ 
formed that they were merely intended 
as mutual protective and beneficial or­ 
ganizations, which would not attem pt to 
dictate in any way to the company. 
About two-thirds of the men became 
members. 
In the coufse of time, when matters 
occurred where the men believed that 
they had not been fairly dealt with by 
the company, a committee on grievances 
was appointed, who came to confer with 
Mr. Robinson and to ask for different 
action. 
From the indiscreet utterances 
of one man. who it now appears was not 
authorized to speak for the union, Mr. 
Robinson was led to believe that there 
was a disposition on the part of the or­ 
ganization to interfere in an unwarrant­ 
able fashion in the affairs of the company. 
A notice was thereupon posted at the 
power houses, the text of which was 
reprinted in the H e r a l d of yesterday, 
warning the men that they m ust with­ 
draw from the union or else give up their 
places with the company. 
At the end of 
the notice there was a paragraoh in 
which the Superintendent stated that if 
there was any desire on the part of the 
employees to form a benevolent associa­ 
tion of any kind, the company would 
gladly cooperate with t^em . 
The members of the Unions were not 
a little excited by the promulgation of 
this order, and meetings of the two 
organizations were called to take place 
early yesterday morning. They began 
at about 1 o’clock and lasted until nearly 
daylight. 
As they are secret bodies 
nothing is known definitely as to what 
their action was, but from the resulte 
which showed themselves in the course 
of the day, it appears th at the men were 
disposed to act in a dignified and con­ 
servative fashion. A careful selection 
was made of committees to confer with 
Mr. Robinson, the places being filled by 
men who were opposed to actiogt-rashly 
and without due consideration of conse­ 
quences. 
On the one hand the men 
were unwilling to give up the organiza­ 
tions which they had formed and on the 
other they looked with disfavor on any 
attem pt to coerce the company by a 
Btrike, which might terminate in a gen­ 
eral discharge of all the men and the 
filling of their places by the others whom 
the company has been steadily training 
to service. 
To carry out his plan Mr. Robinson 
had a number of blanks printed, which 
were to be signed by the men, in which 
a formal resignation was made from the 
unions. These were given out, and a 
num ber of them signed and returned 
A meeting of the local directors was held 
in the morning, which it is said was 
devoted only to engineering matters. 
In the afternoon the conference took 
place between Mr. Robineon and the 
committees appointed early in the morn­ 
ing. The men explained that they had 
been misrepresented by the individual 
who had claimed to speak for them , and 
aB a proof of that fact dec’ared that 
he had been expelled from the organiza­ 
tion of which he had been a member. 
In this way the misunderstanding, which 
was the original cause cf the difference, 
was removed, and an agreement was 
easily reached. 
It was decided to say 
nothing for the present of the exact 
term s of this agreement, but it is under­ 
stood that the result will be th at what­ 
ever organizations exist among the men 
wiil be of a sort that will cause the com­ 
pany no inconvenience. 
It should be said, to the decided credit 
of the men, that through the whole of 
what might easily have become a serious 
crisis, they acted in a thoroughly careful 
and considerate m anner, and th at they 
avoided expressing themselves in pub­ 
lic 
in 
a 
way 
to increase w hat­ 
ever discord prevailed. 
The trouble was 
for the most part fomented by men who 
have been discharged from the company. 
The company has found it necessary to 
enforce a num ber of rulei to w hich' ex ­ 
ceptions are sometimes taken by the 
men, but it does not appear that objec­ 
tions are centered upon anyone in par­ 
ticular. Both the men and the company 
seem 
to 
appreciate 
that 
it 
is 
to 
the 
highest 
interest 
of 
the 
public 
in 
general 
that 
no 
clash 
should occur which m ight decrease the 
efficiency of the cable service. 
W hile it 
cannot be said without reservation that 
the trouble is certainly over, it is quite 
probable that harmony will soon be 
restored.

The Santa Fe Cantilever bridge over 
the Colorado at Needles will cost $750,­

One span wili be 660 
feet long. 
Steamboats can pass under­ 
neath it. 
Three hundred workmen are 
engaged on it at present, and it is ex­ 
pected th at it will be completed by the 
end of May.

A B r e a k I n tla e S t r e e t C r e a t e s a 
E x c i t e m e n t . 
On Tuesday morning an escape of gas 
made itself manifest to the nostrils of 
passengers in the vicinity of the First 
and Spring-street crossing. 
The Super­ 
intendent of S reets at once notified the 
gas company, but no attention was paid 
to the matter at the tim e, and it was not 
until yesterday evening th at a gang of 
men was sent to investigate the cause 
and remedy the defect. 
I t was found 
upon excavating the roadway th at the 
leakage was caused by the Boyle Heights 
cable of the Cable Railway Company, 
which had worn a hole through the 
main pipe, which intersected the con­ 
duit. 
At 6 o’clock, while the men were 
making their excavations on each side of 
the conduit, the escaping gas became 
ignited by a spark caused by the striking 
of a pick against the concrete of the con 
duit, and a tremendous explosion en­ 
sued. 
The report, which was similar 


to 
that 
of 
a 
cannon, 
attracted 
an immense crowd of people to the spot, 
and the escaping gas burned merrily 
through the slot of the cable road, the 
flames leaping to a height of three feet 
for a distance of twelve or fifteen feet in 
length. 
The gaB company was notified 
of the occurrence and the gas was turned 
off at the main some twenty minutes 
after the explosion, when the flames died 
out. Just as the crowd was dispersing, 
however, the gas was turned on again, 
and at the same instant the flames leapt 
up a . before. The crowd became denser 
and denser, until about 500 people w er. 
congregated at the crossing, and vehicu­ 
lar traffic was impeded. Chief Glass, of 
the police department, and Chief Strohm, 
"t the jr e department, arrived almost 
-.multaneously, and a section of hose 
was applied to the hydrant on the corner. 
Seeing that all efforts to keep the crowd 
back were fruitless, the hose was turned 
loose on them and a panic ensued, and 
the firemen speedily eqtinguiehed the 
flames. 
The suspended electric light was 
shortly afterwards turned on, and the 
gas company’s employees were enabled 
repair the leaking pipe without further

According to the 
figures of the finance committee the 
sureties were only worth $230,0U0, which 
would leave $270,000 to be obtained, and 
this he thought would be an imposition. 
The bond, he held, was worth $500,000, 
and should he f jund to be so by the 
Council. If the Council would state how 
much more it wanted on the bond, he 
would tell w hether or not the bank would 
furnish it. 
Mr. Hamilton said that while he be­ 
lieved that the men who were on the 
bond were worth w hat they r aid they 
were, the assessment rolls did not say 
so, and this was all that could De taken 
as a basis. 
* 
Major Bonsall suggested that it the 
report of the committee was adopted, 
the Council should say how much more 
surety the bond should have. 
Mr. Wireching suggested that if the 
bank give securities in $100,000 real 
properties the bond should be sufficient. 
President Frakenfield said that the 
Council should be sati-fied that the men 
were possessed of the amounts in which 
they justified in property which was not 
exempt from execution. 
After a discussion of half an hour the 
finance committee requested permission 
to withdraw its report, and present it at 
the afcernoon session with an am end­ 
m ent.

Mere 
Bloody 
S hirt 
Resolutions 
Sprung; on the Senate—The 
B lair Bill, Etc.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 
2 6 —In the 
Senate today Chandler presented a peti­ 
tion from Union county, Arkansas, rep­ 
resenting that at the last State election 
a system atic reign of terror prevailed; 
that armed inobs paraded the county day 
and night, terrorizing white and shoot­ 
ing and whipping colored voters; that 
ballot boxes were carried off, and asking 
for the protection guaranteed by the Con­ 
stitution 
The introduction of this petition caused 
an extrem ely personal debate between 
Chandler, Harris and Berry. 
The pe­ 
tition, with several others from Arkansas, 
w as finally referred to the com m ittee on 
privileges and elections. 
Stanford, from the com m ittee on public 
buildings, reported a bill appropriating 
$250,000 for a public building at San 
Jose. California. 
, 
A num ber of pension and private bills 
were passed, also th e following public 
b ill: 
Providing for a steam vessel for 
the use of 
the civil governm ent of 
Alaska, appropriating $50,000 for the ves­ 
sel and $11,000 for annual exepenses. 
The bill to am end the act to prevent 
the exterm inating of fur-bearing anim als 
in Alaska was, on motion of Morrill, in­ 
definitely postponed. 
T oe Blair Educational bill was taken 
up as unfinished business. 
Ingalls in­ 
quired as to the tim e when the bill was 
likely to be disposed of, remarking that 
it stood in the way of m any important 
m easures, and giving notice that he 
would iusist that its consideration should 
proceed with dispatch. 
Reagan addressed the Senate in oppo­ 
sition to the bill. 
He described the bill 
as offering 
a 
bribe 
of 
$79,000,000 
to 
the 
States 
if 
they 
would 
consent 
to 
accept it as the price for 
the destruction of the right of local 
self-governm ent, and impoeiug on them 
the hum iliating condition of approving, 
by an affirmative act of legislation, the 
policy of the bill. 
In the interest of the 
cause of education, to prevent the Fed­ 
eral governm ent from being converted 
into a despotism , and to avoid the addi­ 
tional fruitful cause of sectional strife 
and agitation, he hoped for the defeat of 
the bill by the Senute. 
W ilson, of 
Maryland, also 
argued 
against the constitutionality of the bill. 
Butler offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, authorizing a eelect com m ittee 
of the five civilized tribes of Indians to 
investigate the status of the negotiations 
between the United States Governm ent 
and the Cherokee tribe of Indians, in 
relation to the Cherokee outlet. 
After executive session, the Senate 
adjourned.

to pay two and three-vear volunteers, 
bounty 
to volunteers, 
comm utations, 
rations and horse claim s. 
Other items 
of importance are for public buildings, 
$26,000; internal revenue, $110,000; col­ 
lect ing customs revenues, $185 000; sol­ 
diers’ hom es, $70,609; patent offices, $30,­ 
000; Land Office clerks, $28.000; surveys, 
$10,900; Indian supplies, $5,000; for the 
survivors and widows of soldiers of the 
Mexican war and war of 1812, $21,598,­

Under the head of naval establish­ 
m ents, the bill provides that the ex­ 
penses incurred in the purchase, ship­ 
ment and discharge of coal at Pago Pago, 
Samoa, $36,041, be paid from the ap­ 
propriation of $100,000 for establishing a 
station, made last year.

H ouse com m ittee on agriculture today 
listened to the statem ents of persons in ­ 
terested in th e bill for the regulation of 
th e taxation of lard com panies. 
A rep­ 
resentative of N. K. Fairbanks, the larg­ 
est manufacturers, claim ed that Congress 
has no power to make such a law, as the 
compound is plainly branded as such, 
and not deleterious to health. 
The result of the agitation was to cur­ 
tail the export demand for American 
lard and unjustly give it a bad reputa­ 
tion. 
The lard export last year fell off 
55,000,000 pounds. 
The proposed legis­ 
lation was in the interest of a rival firm 
in Boston. 
Under the existing condi­ 
tions foreigners can buy crude lard in 
this country, ship it abroad, adulterate 
it and undersell American compound 
lard. 
John M. Oliver, attorney for Fair­ 
banks, asserted that the proposed legis 
lation would destroy the business of the 
manufacturers of lard compounds, to the 
delight of the m'lrera of prime eteam 
lard.

The 
position of the Vatican m a peculiar one. 
Guaranteed Lemporal sovereignty, and 
aoms of th e fairest of 
the Italian 
States, 
by 
m ost 
solemn 
treaties, 
which had received the sanction of the 
leading powers of Europe, the Pope 
found him self divested of power and 
despoiled of his possessions. Confronted 
by such circum stances,the spiritual head 
of the Catholic Church added to the 
natural indignation of the man the re­ 
sentm ent of an offended hierarchy which 
centered in his person. 
The Italian 
Governm ent, while stern and peremptory 
in the assertion of the new order of 
things, endeavored to placate the suc­ 
cessor of 8t. Peter by appropriating for 
the m aintenance of the Vatican a large 
civil list, which both Pope Pius IX . and 
Pope Leo disdainfully refused to tonch. 
It has been accumulating in the Italian 
treasury ever since, a monument to the 
inflexible purpose and pecuniary disin­ 
terestedness of the sovereign Pontiff. 
UndeT the stress of such continuously 
■trained relations between the Pope and 
the King of Italy, the natural tendency 
is to confirm and intensify the traditions 
of the Roman Curia. 
Pius IX . be 
gan his pontificate with the reputation 
of being governed by unusually liberal 
ideaB. He was die possessed of hia liberal 
tendency by Mazzini and Garabaldi and 
the red republicans, who captured Rome 
in 184$. Tue second capture of Rome by 
Garabaldi and Victor Em anuel natur­ 
ally heightened his reactionary predi­ 
lections. 
Pins 
IX ., 
beginning 
life 
as a gallant captain in the papal guards, 
and 
Pius IX ., Pope, 
hardly 
pa9t 
the middle age and still fu|J of enthu* 
siasm, and the aged Pontiff who surren­ 
dered his trust to Pope Leo, were very 
different individuals. 
Hia encyclicals 
and allocutions were full of the most im­ 
passioned protests against the spirit of 
the age. 
As far as coaid be said of so 
amiable a m an, it may be asserted that 
Pius died an embittered and grievously 
disappointed man. 
I t waa thought that the accession of 
Leo would m ark a new chapter in the 
later developments of the papacy. 
Hia 
deserved reputation as a diplomat, hia 
wide and variou8 learning, in which he 
resembled his predecessor, his equable 
tem peram ent and decided savoir faire, 
his enlightened ideas, all pointed in the 
direction of an adjustm ent of the diffi­ 
culties of the Vatican conformable to the 
tendency of modern thought. 
The earlier years of his pontificate 
confirmed this impression. His handling 
of the controversy with Germany e x ­ 
torted the admiration and eventually the 
compliance of Bismarck. 
His firm but 
tem perate policy procured the practical re­ 
peal of Bismarck’s offensive Culturkampf 
laws. 
That the inspiration which gov­ 
erned the first years of his reigp has 
undergone a material change cannot be 
questioned, 
and 
doubtless the true 
solution 
ot 
his 
altered 
attitude 
is 
to 
be 
sought 
and 
found 
in 
his advancing years. 
In m arked con­ 
trast, not antagonistic to the latest posi­ 
tion of the Vatican, 
are 
the fresh 
spirited, patriotic, progressive and m od­ 
erate utterances of the Baltimore C ath­ 
olic Congress. 
The m ainspring of that 
really noble 
assemblage of 
patriotic 
Americans, who were 
prond to call 
themselves Catholics as well, there can 
be no donbt, was CardiDaL Gibbons. 
This young, able, liberal and enlightened 
prelate, who bide fa ir to develop to the 
standard of a modern 
Bossuet, has 
stru?k the sentiment of the American 
people between wind and water. 
He 
openly allied himself with whatever was 
good in the spirit of the age, or the 
ameliorating influence of other church 
organizations. While m aintaining with 
splendid eloquence and erudition what 
he regards as the superior claims of the 
oldest Christian church, it is noteworthy 
and encouraging to observe th a t his 
advances are being m et in a similar 
spirit. The Rev. Heber Newton, of New 
York, a distinguished Protestant clergy­ 
m an, devoted a sermon, the other day, 
to showing the inestimable service the 
Roman Catholic Church had rendered 
m ankind in creating and preserving 
civilization, a path in which he follows 
in the wake of some of the most brilliant 
m en of letters in recent times, notably 
R anke and Macauley. 
In this sermon, 
Dr. Newton pays a graceful and fervent 
compliment to the spirit which pervaded 
the Baltimore Congress, and augnred the 
m o e t anepicidus results from the expres­ 
sion of each liberal and progressive sen 


timents. 
His remarks greatly reeemt 
those made by the Rev. Horatio 8 A v>. 
bins, of 8an Francisco, shortly aftr M the 
adjournment of the Congress. T

The net R ^ u b lican plurality of 
voters is 312,234, and the net plurality of 
members of tht Lower House is 79, of 
whom 74 owe their election to gerry­ 
mandering.

How the Mighty Torrent Broke Loose. 


C a r ry in g Death and D istrac­ 
tion Before It. 


A s s o c ia te d Press Dispatches 
to the H erald 


P r e s c o t t , Ariz., February 26 —The 
two prospectors who arrived from the 
upper Walnut Grove dam give the fol­ 
lowing account of their experiences: 
Their names are 
Moses and K jbert 
Moore, two Scotchmen, who recently 
arrived here from Colorado. W hen found 
they were engaged in cleaning fish for 
their supper, stating that they had se­ 
cured enough fish from the wreck of tbe 
dam to last them ever since the disaster. 
Many of them were found eighty feet 
above the level of the creek on the sides 
of the bluffs. The brothers say they were 
the last two men to make the journey 
alive between the two dams. 


T H E B R O T H E R S’ STORY. 
“ We came up the Hassayampa,” one 
of them said, “ from Wickenbunr, pros­ 
pecting all along the river. 
W e left 
Wickenburg five days previous to the 
disaster; passed several parlies o j the 
way who were prospecting also and who 
must inevitably have been lost. Three 
nights previous to the flood we camped 
with three men near the lower dam. 
They had a freighting outfit consisting 
of 
several animals. 
We afterwards 
learned that the men escaped, but lost 
their outfit of anim als, wagons, clothing, 
and everything they had. 
“ We had to cross the river thirty-nine 
times between the two dam s; in some 
places it waa waist-deep. 
We were two 
days coming from the lower to the upper 
dam. The last night, which was Wed­ 
nesday, we camped abjut a mile below 
the big dam with three men named 
Fenshaw, Packer aud ‘Frenchy.’ 
On 
Thursday it rained heavily, and we came 
direct to W alnut Grove dam and camped 
in the company’s bunk house. 


T H E R ISIN G W A TERS. 
“ Friday morning tbe water in the dam 
was rising at the rate of eighteen inches 
an hour, with all tbe sluices open, aud 
Superintendent 
Thomas 
Brown 
had 
fifteen men employed all day in blasting 
out tbe waste waterway to increase its 
capacity to allow the escape of the water 
The two big pipes at the bottom of the 
dam were also open and were running 
to their fullest capacity. 
The water 
reached the bottom of the waste water­ 
way, which is several feet lower than 
the top of the dam , about 4 o’clock, and 
it rushed through it with such force that 
it washed out the sides and increased its 
size to nearly double what it was before 
It kept iricreasing its width, washing 
mostly ¿on the side next the dam. 
Iu 
spire of the immense volume of ihe water 
which went through this passage it still 
continued to rise in tba dam until 9 
o’clock at night, when it commenced to 
poor over the top of the structure. 110 
feet high, with a whizzing, deafening 
sound like the ocean beating against the 
rocks. 


A D R U N K E N M E SSE N G E R . 
“ At 3 o’clock in the afternoon Superin­ 
tendent Brown, seeing the dam must 
inevitably go. sent a messenger to the 
lower dam to notify them of the danger, 
but he slopped at a Baloon on the road, 
and becoming intoxicated, failed to de­ 
liver his messoge, returning to the wreck 
of the dam the nex: morning. 
The feel­ 
ing against him waa so strong there that 
he immediately loft. 
“A n ither messenger was sent at 8 :30 in 
the evening, but owing to the darkness 
and fury of the storm he could make but 
slow progress, and was overtaken and 
drowned by the flood juat as he neared 
the lower camp. 
“ Superintendent Brown camped at the 
dam all night, and watched the irresist 
ible progress of the flood, but was power­ 
less to do more than he had already 
done. 


T H E M ID N IG H T W A R N IN G . 
“ We had gone to sleep, but about 12 
o’clock we were awakened by Brown 
calling to his foreman, Mr. Dwyer: ‘Get 
up, P liil; I think the dam has broken.’ 
“ Soon afterwards there was a tre­ 
mendous roar, which was perfectly inde­ 
scribable, and we arose and looking out 
saw the water rushing out of the dam. 
Inside of two hours the water had dis­ 
appeared entirely from where it was from 
sixty to ninety feet deep. 
“ Dwyer took a lantern and worked his 
way down along the precipitous cliffs of 
the river about a mile, where a camp of 
miners had been located. 
His light at­ 
tracted the attention of a man named 
Francis M. Parker on the opposite side 
of the stream, who called for help. 
He 
could not see him in the darkness and, it 
being impossible to reach him, he re­ 
turned to the dam and we two, accom­ 
panied by a Mexican and an Italian, 
provided 
with 
ropes, went down to 
rescue him. 
We remained there until 
daylight without being able to reach him. 
At daylight we could see him away up 
on the side of the hill, eighty feet above 
the river, among the brush. 
We called 
and motioned lo him to come down to 
the stream. 
We threw a rope to him, 
but he was afraid to risk crossing with 
it. 
He had nothing but his underclothes 
on and hie feet were bare and all cut and 
bruised from climbing among the rocks. 
We tied matches to a stone and threw 
them to him , when he built a fire and 
warmed himself. Then we motioned to 
him to go up the stream , which he did, 
and was assisted across the waters and 
provided with clothiug. 


O V ER W H ELM ED BY T H E TO R R EN T. 
"H a stated that while himself and 
partners had previously been afraid the 
dam would burst, they felt no fear what­ 
ever this time, and had gone to bed feel­ 
ing secure. 
During the night they were 
awakened by a sound ae if eome one had 
thrown a handful of stones against their 
cabin. 
He heard one of his partners 
j imp out of bed and exclaim, ‘My God! 
What is th a t? ’ aud he never heard 
or saw anything of them after. Tne 
next moment he was lifted against the 
roof of the cabin and he caught hold of 
the rafters. 
The water formed an eddv 
where the cabin stood in a little cave 
and the cabin was raised to the surface 
of the water, and after floating around in 
this eddy for a while the roof was struck 
by a big wave and driven in against the 
bluff, when he seized eome bushes and 
drew himself out of tbe water and rnehed 
np the side of tbe bill over the sharp and 
broken rocks with all possible speed. He 
called and called for his partners, but the 
only answer fliat came back to him waa 
ths thundsring roar of the torrent.” 
THE MARKS OF TUB FLOOD. 
Continuing his own story, Moore said: 
"After rescuing Parker we continued our 
search down the canon, bnt found notb- 


ing but dead fish a n d evidences of the 
greatest devastation. 
The water hoe 
along the cliffs was clearly m arked, as 
every particle of soil and vegetation had 
been swept away, leaving only the linea 
defiñing tbe different strata of rock, and 
it will remain there for years. Immense 
trees had been broken off, while the few 
left 
standing 
were 
stripped of 
all 
foliage, limbs and even their bark, leav­ 
ing them bare poles. In a little side 
creek, tributary to the H assavm pi on 
the east side, could b3 seen where the 
water backed up several hundred feet, 
and the marks on the hills showed it to 
have been 100 feet deep,’’ 


A ID POURING IN . 
Proffers of assistance from 
outside 
towns have already been received, but 
the present wants of the survivors have 
been amply supplied. Goods, in ad­ 
dition to those previously sent, were for­ 
warded from Prescott today, while a tele­ 
gram from Pha»aix announces that aid, 
in the shape of clothing and provisions, 
had been sent from that place. 
A man was seen to start for a place of 
safety, and eeeiug that escape was im ­ 
possible, bravely turned his face to the 
flood to meet his fate. 
Nothing was ever 
seen of him after being struck by the 
water. 
Another man was seen going np 
a steep hill, and had reached a point 
about fifty feet above tne level of the 
river bank, when the mighty volume of 
water struck and killed him. 


C H E A P AND FA U LTY CO N STRU CTIO N . 
C h icag o , February 26 — Iq conversa­ 
tion with a News reporter tonight con­ 
cerning the Arizona dam disaster, L. B. 
Priest, an engineer of Phicnix, said the 
disaster was due to faulty construction. 
Engineer Bates, first in charge of the 
work, proposed to have the spaces be­ 
tween the walla filled with concrete in­ 
stead of loose rock as was done. 
Be­ 
cause of its great cost sufficient cement 
was not used to make the wall and 
foundation secure. 
Priest exam ined the 
dam last June, and says it was leaning 
badly in the middle then. 
He asserts 
that the statem ents m ade as to the cost 
of the dam are erroneous, and that as 
built it did not cost more than $150,000.

C in c in n a t i, February 26.—At 10 o’clock 
tonight the Ohio river at this point is 
just fifty-two feet above low water, and 
still rising at the rate cf two inches per 
hour. Tbe eky is overcast and threaten­ 
ing, but the tem perature is falliDg mate* 
rially, and the Signal Service here says 
colder weather is expected before m orn­ 
ing.

IMPROVING 8TRRBTS.

The H kbald referred yesterday to a 
decision of Judge 8haw, and promised to 
gire it today. 
Laat January the Council 
decided to improve Soto street, Boyle 
Heights. Charlee Charnock. J. J. Char- 
aoek, C. J. Richards and I. S. Sherman 
protested, they owning a majority of the 
Montage. The contract to do the work 
was let, and the parties named above 
asked for an injunction to stop the work. 
The decision is as follows: 
The proceedings were instituted under 
w hat is known a9 the Vrooman act,which 
provides: 
“ The owners of more than 
one-half in frontage of lots and lands 
fronting on any street, lane, alley, place 
or court, or their duly authorised agents, 
may petition the City Council to order 
any of the work mentioned in section two 
of this act to be done, and the City Coun 
cil may order the work mentioned in sajd 
petition to be done, after notice of its 
intention so to do has been posted and 
published, as 
provided in Section 
of this act.” 
In this proceeding the initiatory step 
was a petition to the Council signed by 
a majority of the owners. Afterwards, 
and within the time limited after the 
passage of the resolution of intention, a 
protest, also signed by the owners of a 
majority of the frontage, was duly de­ 
livered to the clerk of the Council. 
This 
was signed by some of the persons who 
had previously signed the petition, and 
without their names would not have had 
a majority of the frontage. 
,k It is contended by the defendant that 
the 
provisions of Section 3 of the 
act concerning the protest of a majority 
of the frontage against the work, and 
the consequent stay of proceedings for 
aix m onths, have no application to a 
proceeding begun by petition under Sec­ 
tion 4. 
I am of the opinion that this is the 
correct interpretation of the act. 
8ection 1 invests the City Council 
with jurisdiction to order to be done on 
the streets any of the work mentioned 
m Section 3 under the proceedings there­ 
inafter prescribed. 
Section 2 gives the Council power of 
their own motion and without request or 
petition from any person to begin the 
proceedings whenever in their opinion 
the public interest or convenience may 
require the work. 
Section 3 outlines the method of pro­ 
cedure in detail. 
It provides th at they 
shall first pass a resolution of intention 
to do the work and describe the work 
therein. Then certain notices are to be 
given by the 8treet Superintendent. At 
this stage of the case an objection in 
writing by the owners of one-half or 
more of the frontage stops the proceed­ 
ings for six months, uni 'ss within that 
time the owners of one-half or more of 
the frontage shall petition for the same to 
he done. 
Each of these may be by one- 
half only, which is not a majority. ’ This 
objection is the only means by which the 
owners of the property can interfere with 
the proceedings when they are instituted 
by the Council of its own motion. 
It 
aeems to me th at the provision was in­ 
serted for the sole purpose of giving the 
owners of the frontage the power to 
check the Council to the extent of a six- 
month a’ etav. 
W ithout this they would 
be entirely powerless and the Council 
would 
have 
full 
control. 
There 
was therefore a good reason for in­ 
serting 
this 
provision 
and nasking 
it apply to a proceeding begun by the 
Council without petition. 
But there is 
bo good reason for makiDg this provision 
Apply to a case begun upon the voluntary 
petition of the owners of a majority of 
the frontage asking for the doing of the 
very work in queetion. It would appear 
silly to allow the owners to stop work 
which is ordered to be done upon their 
awn petition. 
Such a construction of 
the act ought not to be made unless the 
language clearly requires it either ex­ 
pressly or by implication. 
This it does 
not do. 
Section 4 prescribes the method 
of proceeding when the work is ordered 
on the petition of the owners. 
In the 
first place it requires the petition of more 
than one-half the frontage. 
It implies 
that the petition m ust describe the work 
desired to be done, and the Council has 
no authority under this section to order 
any work done. The language is: “ The 
City Council may order the work m en­ 
tioned in said petition to be done.” 
Therefore this section gives no authority 
for other work. It also provides the other 
conditions to be complied with in carry­ 
ing out the work. 
In my opinion it calls 
ior the application of the rule, Expressio 
imivs est 
exclusio 
álUrious. 
It de­ 
clares that the Council may order the 
work to be done “ after notice of its in­ 
tention eo to do has been post: d as re­ 
quired in Section 3 of this act.” This is
